NOTE:

Each point at which a lamp-holding device, or group of lamp-holding devices, is attached shall be considered to be an
electrical outlet for which a fee is provided and required, and the lamp-holding device shall be considered to be an
electrical fixture for which a fee is provided and required. When electrical connection by the utility company is necessary
to supply such temporary use, the owner of the building or his authorized representative shall make application and pay
a fee of $16.76 for each service connection but not less than $93.27.
